MINUTES OF ANNUAL MEETING IN 
OTTAWA, ONTARIO JULY 20, 2008 


Call to order at 8:15A.M. By President, Al Munro. 

Al advised he had asked Marion Munro to act as Secretary for the meeting. 

There were 30 people present for the meeting. Everyone was asked to sign an attendance sheet. 
Art Stephenson said Grace. Al invited everyone to have breakfast 


A moment of silence was held for any members who passed away since the last meeting. A special 
mention was made of Association co-founder Victor Hall who died earlier this year. 


President Al Munro, invited additional members to join the meeting for the business meeting and auction. 
Two people joined the meeting. Al mentioned that Larry White was unable to attend due to illness, Don 
Robb was unable to attend due to illness in the family and Bob Brown was also unable to attend. 


Al presented a brief President’s report. Highlights of the year were 10 new members since last meeting as 
well as 3 applications for new members already received at this convention. Al also mentioned a new 
wood discovered just before leaving for the convention. The Lions Clubs of Calgary produced two woods 
to promote their cash lottery at the 2008 Calgary Stampede. Two woods were issued, one small one, 
which was given out to every one who bought $20 of lottery tickets, and a larger coloured one that was 
given out to everyone who purchased $50 of lottery tickets. Al announced he had obtained enough of the 
smaller one for distribution with Timber Talk but was only able to obtain enough of the larger one for 
distribution to the attendees at the breakfast. 


Al Munro presented the Treasurer’s report. Al advised the major item in the financial statements was a 
receipt of $360 from the sale of casino woods painted by Carolyn Gillespie and $120 from Lou Vesh’s 
birds of the garden woods. Al advised that the Association is in good shape financially due largely to the 
above donations and due to similar donations received in the past, and from the APWMC. The 
Association had net receipts of $689.50.

Announced that the Association would continue the awards presentation started at previous meetings. Al 
asked members to consider recommendations for future awards and to forward recommendations to 
members of the executive.

Al asked all members to submit email addresses for future consideration in emailing the 
bulletin. Al advised the first effort to email the bulletin would be later this fall or early next spring. Al 
also advised that he has a volunteer to mail any snail mail bulletins to US members if required. This 
U.S. mailing will save the Association as will the emailing of the bulletin. Ross has volunteered to 
continue with snail mailing of any bulletins to Canadian residents if required. Ross also advised that 
future membership applications would have space for e-mail addresses and phone numbers. 

Norm advised his latest revision of wood listings is available for $7.50 for the printed version, $5.00 
for the update on disk or $35.00 for the complete listing on disk, all plus postage. His e-mail address is

Norm Belsten requested that both he and Tony receive details of any new wood issues. 


Tony asked for donations of old issues of Timber Talk that he could review for old articles to publish 
in future issues of Timber Talk.

CALGARY NORTH LIONS CLUB 
LIONS LUCKY LOOT WOODEN TOKEN

I am a volunteer at the Calgary Stampede and while performing a shift at the pigeon loft, explaining to 
fairgoers what a pigeon race is all about, one of the other volunteers advised that The Calgary North 
Hills Lions club were giving away wooden tokens when you purchased tickets for the Lucky Loot Draw. 
At my next break I went to the Lion’s office at the Calgary Stampede and asked about the wooden 
tokens. I was introduced to Tony, the person in charge of the wooden token promotion. Tony advised 
the Calgary North Hills Lions Club produced two woods to promote their cash lottery at the 2008 
Calgary Stampede. Two woods were issued, one small one, which was given out to every one who 
bought $20 of lottery tickets, and a larger coloured one that was given out to everyone who purchased 
$50 of lottery tickets. Tony advised that the wooden tokens were ordered through a local ad agency and 
were produced in Texas. Tony also advised that 17,000 of the smaller wood were obtained but only 
2,500 of the larger wood were produced. Tony also advised that the larger token was coloured on one 
side by the manufacturer. I asked for some of the wooden tokens and received enough of the smaller 
token for distribution with Timber Talk and at the CAWMC breakfast meeting but I was only able to 
obtain enough of the larger one for distribution to the attendees at the breakfast. 
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I spoke with Tony after the Stampede was over and he advised that they were satisfied with the results 
of the wooden token promotion and they are considering obtaining more for future stampedes. I also 
asked if any of the larger tokens were left over and he advised there were only two remaining for the 
club archives. 


Visitors to previous Calgary Stampedes would probably know the Lucky Loot Draw as the Pot of Gold 
Promotion previously run by the Calgary Jaycee Organization.
